Anna and Kelly: update on metadata standards re: Global Revolution; OWS tech- 
ops working group with John Wojick and Dan Rossi; no time for 
microcataloguing; server space allocation; still testing Omeka; 

Swapping files off hard drives? How are we going to select what gets 
cataloguing; John will set up a ticketing system; Dan, Anna and John will make 
submission process more streamlined; basepoint of what can be considered 
valuable - evidentiary? Creators must assign data to it; concerns over getting
